If you 
ask what is the purpose of Lent or why 
should I keep it, the Bible and = the 
church in all ages answer: In order to 
give more serious attention to the 
spiritual life of your scul. Jesus the 
Son of God has shewn to us what the 
life of a child of God should be, and 
this is what it is, “that denying un- 
godly and worldly lusts, we should live 
soberly, righteously and godly in this 
present world.” Let us take this 
Divine pattern as oyr Lenten | model 
and carefully compare our lives with it 
and then strive hard to attain unto it. 

I. Live soberly. This, does not only 
mean that we are to ea from the 
deadly sin of drunken iess—it does 
mean that, but it comprehends; much 
more, The word signifies “ s¢lf con- 
trol” or “self-mastery.” — Jesas 
shown us a life free from all siavery to 
appetite, passion or evil desire, dnd He 
calls us in this Lenten fast to sllare in 
His freedom. Slaves of bodily appetite, 
he cails you to shake yourself frre by 
ranly self denial. Easting is the first 
Lenten duty. “The forty days of Lent

— Ail 
Christians are bound by the baptismal

Y7ell dined humanity will feel reliev- 
ed to hear the decision of the medical 
profession that the time-honored insti- 
tution of “forty winks” after dinner 
is conducive to health and a beautiful 
recuperative process. Plethoric, full- 
blooded people have feared to indulge 
in this tempting settling of a heavv 
feed, several English practitioners have 
made a severe attack on the siesta as 
tending to apoplexy or nightmare, but 
the Medical Press declares this idea is 
founded on a misapprehension of the 
physiological functions of the stomach 
and brain. And this is what it says, 
answering the question: “Is it harm- 
ful thus to fall asleep after a meal? 
By no means. The process is merely 
a physiological one, and as such when 
it occurs is quite natural. When diges- 
tion is in progress, nature arranges 
that all the available blood in the body 
shall be collected in and about the di- 
gestive organs. Consequently the blood 
supply to the brain falls to a low ebb, 
and thus meee is easily induced. On the 
other hand, physiologically, it is wron, 

or brain work to be attempted immed- 
iately after a solid meal.” Which is 8 
most comfortable doctrine, but one that 
offers a new development in the attrac- 
tions of dinner parties or public ban- 
quests. How’ would it be possible for 
guests, after tossing off the pousse cafe, 
0 recline with comfort in the straight 
back chairs of modern fashion?

LATEST MARINE TELiuR 


NOTHING LESS THAN A ToRPEDO- 
BOAT FOUR-IN-HAND. 


A Machine Which Will Attack Warships 


Witheut Giving Them a Chance te Dee 

fend Themselves—The Emventor is Vir, 

G. &. Pesee, a Frenchman. 

A marvellous fighting machine, com- 
bining all the advantages of the ain 
ship and torpedo boat, has been de- 
signed recently by a French naval en- 
gineer. This unique machine, its in- 
ventor believes, will be able to van- 
quish an entire squadron of battle- 
ships single-handed. It is to consist of 
@ fleet of submarine torpedo boats 
barnassed to a balloon, which is to di- 
rect their attacks from a position high 
above the range of the enemy’s guns. 
The plan is said to be thoroughly con- 
sistent with the laws of submarine and 
aerial. engineering, according to the in- 


ventor, Mr. G. L. Pesce, and the designs 


have been approved by the French So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers. 

The aerial submarine trivance will 
make it possible to attack warships be- 
low the water-line and from above at 
the same time withant giving them an 
opportunity to defend themselves. The 
opinion has been gaining ground among 
the best naval experts that the su'- 
marine torpedo boat is probably the 
most effectual means of attacking a 
modern man-of-war. The chief objec- 
tion to their use has been that the 
eubmarine boats were biind, and there- 
fore always more or less clumsy. On 
the other hand the balloon, although 
it may command a view of an entire 
fleet, is difficult to steer, and cannot 
be depended upon to keep a desired pos- 
ition. Mr. Pesce claims that by sim- 
ply combining these qualities the ideal 
fighting machine may be realized. 

WHAT THE PLANS ARE. 

In the plans already prepared only 
the ordinary forms of submarine tor- 
pedo boat and balloon are used. The 
advantages of such a combination are, 

course, perfectly obvious. Submar- 
ine boats, are, for example, furnished 
with ical tubes, but these outlooks 
are only a few feet above the water 
and are often hidden by the waves. In 
contrast to these a position in a bal- 
loon would enable one to observe the 
enemy with marvellous accuracy. It is 
proposed to have an electrical connection 
established between the balloon and 
every one of a fleet of these torpedo 
boats. Messages may be sent. instant- 
ly in this way to every one of' these 
“marine moles.” In other words, the 
balloon may be said to drive this fleet 
with a — of electrical — A gem 
comma yin this van point may by 
simply touching a rin oS govern the 
speed or direction each boat will take. 

The connecting cable will also be used 
to transmit electric energy from the 
boats to the airship, which will enalle 
the air craft ¢o move about at will. 
The cables will also serve to drag the 
balloon along after the boats, and thus 
keep it in a position above the fleet, 
The plan of controlling torpedos from & 
fort or even from « vessel has many 
disadvantages. At present it is prac- 
tically impossible to do more than send 
one of these boats backward or forward. 
If, however, the person directing ce 
action could occupy @ position 500 
600 yards above the sea, it would he poe 
sible to move these torpedos in all «i- 
rections. They might be spread out in 
the form of an immense fan or made 
to completely surround a large fleet and 
attack it from all eides at once. M. 
Pesce claims that in this way it would 
be possible to hold the enemy's firet 
at such a distance from the coast that 
the range of their guns would be un- 
able to do any damage to the cities.

AN OXYGEN INHALER. 


A new respiratory apparatus has been 
constructed for use in mines, and espe- 
cially in rescue work, which consists of 
@ quadrangular sack made from gas- 
tight material and lined with a hy- 
groscopical fabric. A wide, short, val- 
veless tube, fitted with a mouthpiece, 
is placed in the center of the upper edge 
of the sack, which is carried im front 
of the wearer and kept in place by 4 
band passing over the shoulder, ‘The 
sack contains a sieel bottle of half a 
litre capacity, filled with oxygen ul‘ter 
high pressure, and a@ giass bottle hel 
ing caustic solution, and inclos i in & 
perforated metallic case. To sv) tie ap- 
paratus at work it is only necess:ty % 
break the soda bottle. This is done LY 
turning a screw. The effect of this is 
to cause the soda solution to run. out 
into the sack and moisten the inner 
walls. ‘The sack is then suspefided ia 
position, the mouthpiece is applied to 
the mouth, and oxygen is allowed to:

WERE WATERING THE BED. 


* Beds in the cellar do not need a 
great deal of water. I only watered 
mine after each top dreasing, but when 
I did water it I gave it a good dose, 
using fine spray for the purpose. If the 
cellar is large a good way to do is to 
put a load of bot fertilizer on the floor, 
for this raises a nice moist heat. Next 
winter [mean to keep a load of it on 


the floor of my cellar all the time, re- 
newing it as the heat declines. In cold 
cellars very little air is needed before 
the warm days of spring come. Then [ 
give plenty of it. If the fertilizer be- 
comes too dry for making the beds in 
the cellar, don’t be afraid to put-the 
hose on it, as fertilizer is not nearly 
as good dry as moist. I always give 
each barrelful of fertilizer a pail of 
water and this seems to make it right. 
Be sure when you pick a crop to pick 
it clean. If there are any dead mush- 
rooms pick them out by the roots, then 
top-dress the bed.” 
This is advice that the fashionable 
person with a cellar may take toheart 
and know that he or she has the know- 
ledge necessary to become thoroughly 
in keeping with the ‘atest style. Com- 
paratively few people realize what. an 
art there is in growing mushrooms, in 
bringing them to the right condition 
and thoroughly ready for the skillful 
bands ofthe chef. In the first place, to 
raise mushrooms it is necessary -to 
cure what is : 
KNOWN AS SPAWN. 


Mushrooms bear no relation whatever 
to fish, but in a vigzin state they have 
the same name as the tiny feilows that 
fill the tanks at the fish Ratoherice. A 
host of people over in England, and 
France make their living by produc- 
ing the mushroom spawn, and large 
quantities are imported to the United 
States every year. The web fringe var- 
iety is mostly found in the woods, where 
it grows from or about stumps of de- 
caying roots in the ground. Frequent- 
ly great clusters protrude from around 
the base of posts. There are several 
species of the web fringe. Their caps 
are from one to six inches across. They 
are showy and easily recognized. In 
subetance they are solidSand white or 
yellowish in color® The wise man or 
woman will cut the caps to pieces af- 
ter washing and stew or hake with 
bread crumbs for half an hour. When 
this is done and the result thereof is 
seasoned and a little lemon juice is add- 
ed, or sherry or Madeira, there is a 
feast fit for the gods. This is one of 
the.sort of mushrooms that will flourish 
in the cold cellar of the follower of fash- 


m. 
Then there is the variety with along 
name, the coprinarii. They are as ten- 
der and toothsome as a_ tenderloin 
steak. Another variety is the little 
stem coprinua 
micaceus—that ia all the name it haa 
—whose tops frequentiv glisten as if 
sprinkled with fine mica.

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CUaRENT NOTES. 


The British government has decided 
Rot to await at Dongula the disintegra- 
tion of the Khalifa’s empire from inter- 
na) causes, but to push on in the early 
spring to Khartoum. Belief has been 
genera! that a halt would be made at 
Dongola for s year, as the cheaper plan 
of ending the Khalifa’s rule, the pro- 
babitity being that loss of his richest 
province would within that time {n- 
arease dissensions among the tribes and 
provoke @ civi) war. But the visit of 
Sir Herbert Kitchener the commander 
of the Angio-Egyptian forces, to Lon- 
don bas deubtiess convinced the govern- 
ment that the conditions are more fav- 
oraiie to a prumpt advance than has 
been believed, and that as the money 
must be furnished by Great Britain in 
eny event, it is best to push on. The 
Court of Appeals at Alexandria has de- 
cided that the Hgyptian reserve fund 
cannot be used to pay expenses of the 
Nile expedition, and England has, ac- 
cording’y, advanced to the Egyptian 
government the $2,500,000 which the ‘at- 
ter had already: appropriated from that 
fund, for repayment into the treasury. 
As the reconquest of the Soudan is un- 
@ertaken nominally at least in the in- 
terest of Egypt, the decision is regard- 
ed by the Engtish as unjust, while on 
the part of France ana Russia, which 
vetoed the advaiuces from the reserve, 
et ts a tactical: blunder, since its effect 
wid be to prolong the British occupa- 
tion of Egypt. ‘The more money Great 
Britain tends Egypt, the longer she 
wil remain on the Nile, and if Egypt 
is not allowed to pay the bills for the 
reconquest of the Soudan, the country 
which does pay them may with good 
show of justin, claim to retain posses~ 
sion on her own account. 


The upper Nile valley would make 
@ valuable addition to the British East 
African possessions, and it wi'l be re- 
membered that Lord Salisbury when 
gutiining British policy on the Nile a 
year ago, stated its object to be tle 
festruction of the Khalifa’s tyranny and 
the “extension of our power up to the 
Lakes.” Moveover, he practically 
é@baridoned his insistence that the Nile 
ecampaiga was who'ly an Egyptian af- 
fair, intended to protect tLe Egyptian 
érontier, when he made the Indian 
treasury pay for the Indian troops sent 
to Suakim, on the ground that it was 
am imperiai concern, for the protection 
ef the Sucz cana) and Indian trade. All 
the facts of the situation thus combine 
to faver an early renewal of the cam- 
paign, rather than a long halt at Don- 
¥o.a; and as it may be assumed that 
fay March the railway will be brought 
up to the bead of the third cataract, 
below Dongola, stores of arms and am- 
munitions be accumu’ated and a flotilla 
of gunboats prepared, the expedition 
ought to be in Kbartoum before mid- 
summer: Karti and Merawi, on the 
@reat eastern bend of the Nile above 

ngu'a, are, we believe, now occupied 
by the Ang’o-Fgyptians as outposts, and 
Bittle troubie sheuld be had in taking 
Abu-Hamed, st tle eastern crest of the 
bend. That done, an excelent position 
wil be gained for tLe capture of Berber 
by an advance of gunboats supported by 
e ‘and column from Dugyet, opposite 
Merawi, and another marching from 
Suakim, and with Berber taken, Khar- 
toum will be within the British grasp. 
The real struggie will probably be at 
Omdurman, the Khalifa’s present capi- 
tal, a little north of Khartoum, which 
he is already fortifying, and for the de- 
fence of which he will have from 40,- 
600, to 50,000 men. But as many of 
them are disheartened by defeat and 
fheir valor weakened by debauchery, 
there is no reasun to fear any serious 
resistance.

| FARM WORK IN WINTER. 
| Dairying will afford constant em- 


ployment on a farm during all sea- 
|gons of the year -if it is properly con- 
| ducted, but all farms are not dairy 
farms, and there is considerable lost 
| time curing the season of the year 
| when the ground is frozen and snow 
| obstructs operations. It is true that 
/an enterprising farmer can find some- 
thing to do every month in the year, 
,a8 he can repair the tools, buildings. 
fences and get everything in complete 
order for spring work, but what the 
farmer most desires is to engage iD 
some employment on the farm that 
that will bring in cash{returns. Un- 


farmers, says the Philadelphia Record, 
they will not accept the innovations 
on present methods. With the staple 
crops—wheat, corn, oats and potatoes 
which are cultivated by horse power, 
any return to the hoe, spade or rake 
is not willingly done,.yet the farmer 
will have to use the tools which enable 
him to derive the most from his land if 
he expects to compete with those who 
fe careful attention and hand labor 


to crops, which not only pay we!l for 
the labor, but give a larger profit than 
can be secured by the usual method 
of farming by horse power. Thee is 
use for the horse and staple crops must 
be grown, but if farmers can grow 
something ~ else during the winter 
months they will gain to that extent. 
The gardener is simply a farmer on & 
gma]l farm, who is compelled to make 
several crops on a limited area 

stead of growing one crop on a large 
surface. Every farmer cam add gar- 
dening to his operations. During the 
winter the gardener forces cucumbers, 


lettuce, early cab , kale, tomatoes 
and even onions. Mushrooms, - which 
require but a small space to give & 
large profit, are also grown. there 
is plenty of room, a large flock of hens 
(not turned over to women and chil- 
dren) are kept and given good care 
by the gardener. The result is that 
Ee is no time lost during the winter. 
After spring sets in there are early 
crops grown in the open air, and many 
varieties not seen on farms, such as 
cauliflower, celery, egg-plant, okre and 
other easily grown crops, which ase 
somewhat rare are made specialties. 
These orops call for or Cicer the work 
must be done with thé Sand tools, the 
cost of the labor being, expensive, but 
that is of no consequence ifthe cost 
is returned in cash. In fact, the op- 
portunity to sell labor is the point 
sought to be impressed on the farmer. 
Any crop that enables him to labor 
saves the time wasted in winter. 
There is a fear of overstocking the 
market ifgall farmers should engage in 
gardening and fruit-growing. It ts 
time to consider such a drawback ‘when 
the occasion arises. and not before: It 
is just as gd to go out of a parti- 
cular line as to go into the business. 
Experience has shown that a large sup- 
ply of any article educates the con- 
umers to a knowledge of it and increas- 
es the demand. Fifteen years ago & 
New Engiand farmer raised over & 
thousand ducklings, puting them into 
the market in winter. They were un- 
known consumers and were styled 
“green ducks,” but little sale. being 
found, and they were almost given 
away. They were found excellent, how- 
ever, by those who obtained them. and 
there was a demand for them the next 
winter. The buyers had been educated 
to a knowledge of the luxury of “‘green 
ducks” in winter. To-day the gentle- 
man who was the pioneer raises 10.000 
ducklings every year, and his example 
has been followed, Long Island send- 
ing over 150,000 to the New York mar- 
ket every season. When a choice ar- 
ticle is ors the producer can al- 
ways sell it, and the demand for an 
article will become established if the 
supply. exists. The farmer who de-

Punishments Inflicted fer Revealing Dt- 
plomatic Secrets. 

Every foreign office in Europe takes 
extraordinary precautions for prevent- 
ing the publication of diplomatic secrets. 
All important despatches are written 
in cipher, and only three or four 
confidential ‘clerks are entrusted with 
the keys by which these communications 
may be translated. The cipher code is 
changed once in three or four years 
in the British Foreign Office so as to 
diminish the risks of the key falling 
into the possession of some other foreign 
office. The diplomatic | correspondence 
with the principal capitals is not sent 
by the ordinary mail service, but by
